The history ot nutrition. Its process 
In tho. human body and the foods re- 
quired for good health wore explained 
last nislil by Or. K H. Mason of Mc- 
Gill University in a lecture on' "liallng 
to Live' al the Mechanic's Institute 
The lecturo was carefully illustrated 
by lantern slides ot famous scientists 
and ot tables ot good constituents nnd 
diets. 

Tho history of nutrition, says Dr. 
Ma.ion, is both Interesting and In- 
structive. Socrates, great physician 
and philosopher, was the first to give 
any serious thought to the subject. 
His cohtemporar.vY llyprocrates. the 
Father of Medicine, claborntcd on the 
quite correct belief th.it Brewing bo- 
dies require more heat and thoroforc 
more food than bodies which have 
ccasoil to gniw. Tlil.s theory explained 
the curious fact that old iicople need 
less food than young, sinco they need 
less heat.' Galen, tho most famous ot 
the early physlclan.s, added iiiilhing to 
llio Ideas nnd thoorlns of KrornteH .and 
llyprocriilos. 

After fhilcii, Ihcn was a blank "f

"Philosophy nnd Life can never be 
divorced," he said. Thinking has an ef- 
fect nil Ihe llilnltcr. which tran.ilnles 
Ihe llioiiglit lain action. I'hiltisophy Is 
llio fiiilijnci whlc'li draws the sclenecs 
together In that It points out new 
lines of endeavour for them to pursue. 

Psychology i.i the baby science. It 
lia.H been In existence for only a little 
over fifty years, but In those years it 
has made startling progress. In psy- 
chology, as in nil other science, tads 
or culls h.tvo grown up. One of these 
fnds is Behaviorism. This tad attained 
tho height ot Its popularity between 
1912 and 1920, but Is now fading out. 

In order to understand Bi'liaviori.sni. 
something mus* first bo known' of 
philosophy and of psychology. Philo- 
sophy Is the study otitho soul. Psycho- 
logy Is tho study ot consciousness. 
Consciousness Is the effect of 12 or 13 
sensations; which Involve the char- 
acteristics of cxtensity and duration. 
Consciousness is e.'senllally Introspec- 
tive. One cannot study the conscious- 
ness ot another. 

Now Behaviorism Is the scientific 
study of this consciousness. It «t- 
tempts to make tlie study objective. 
l''rom a Beiiaviorist's point ot view the 
human body consists of the sense or- 
gans,- tho nervous system, the muscles 
and tho glands. Human Ufc, Is to him, 
no more than a series of responses. 
Tho.'ic rc.'^pnnsos are citlier explicit or 
iiiuilii it. Inherited or acquired. They 
can lie analyzed into .-iimpler terms, 
but their expUinatloii is very difficult. 
Boli.avlorism regards man as little 
more than a machine. 

Tho weakness ot the Behaviorlst at- 
littiile are, first, that certain cC the 
fundainenlal assumptions of t!io cult 
caiiiuit 1)0 proved. Secondly, th.it the 
c.oinpleto man, Is not studied. Kxperl- 
ciicc Is oiitlrcly omitted. Lastly, Bo- 
Imvlorl.sm ntlfinpts to get away from 
tho over-present Introspective factor. 

The cull, however, has its failures. 
Its rigid Insistence im scientific met- 
Iniils had a beneficial effect on the 
whole study, and It has attempted to 
bring inllid und matter togethor. 

At Iho close of l^rofossor McLeod's 
lediirc Iho meeting was thrown open 
f,.r diMciissioii. the members and I'lo- 
fessor I'nblwell offering lllustr^ttlve 
roiiiiiicnis and asking questions o( the 
le(,:lii'.'er.

Will it be worth while to hav* tho 
Ftudson Bay r!.xllway constructed to 
transport 2.1,000,000 bti.siie.is of wheat 
a year? This ^'^^ the theme of Mr. 
Kir.scnberg.<i paper on "Tho Hudson Bay 
I Railway" delivered to the Political 
Kconomy Club la.st night. .Mr. T, if.- 
Oortion read a second paper to the 
club on this subject. 

The iriid.=,on rwy IL^i!way was fir.'st 
proposed in 13S0 and in i912 Port 
.Velson wa.s chosen ag the northen 
terminus. It waj found that a line 
could be easily run to Port N^on, 
but it h.ifl to be laid for a considerabl.: 
'l'.'îtanite over the frozen Tundra. This 
T ;.".'l.',^ '.ti composed of moss over- 
lying aemi-liquld peat resting on a 
frozen mud material, largely water. 
The port at Xelson has an accomod- 
ation for fifty ships. It wa-i proposeil 
to build an artificia! lisland 3,000 fL 
long and connected wltii the m.ainiai:,l 
by a bridge. When the bridg? had been 
built for tiiree years and the Island 
had been almost one half built it was 
deaclded to make Port Churchill the 
Xonhe.-n tennir.ciia 0; the railway. 

Port Churchll; h.vs a completely land 
locked harbour while. Nelson Is totally 
unprotected. The approach to chutch- 
ill i3 ideal X natural roadbed of 
gravel makes the laying of the rails 
much cheaper ar.d .-nore efficient. 
This change d;d not niean the taking 
up of tho steel already lai^i u the 
track had not advanced more than S50 
mllM. 

The duration of the n.-ivigatlon 
period has now been fairly evenly - 
eoicuUted t-j be ;i-o:n ton to fifteen 
weelcs. Kudjc-tt Bay and Kudo-on 
Straight naver freeze over but the 
danger to navigation from flo::t:n? ice 
has to be cosidered.
